I  have  feen  in  your  paper  of  this  date  an  abftra£l  of 
the  late  Treaty  between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain,    which  tho*  not  pcrfcftly  correct  is  nearly  fo. 

As  this  publication  will  probably  excite  a  newfpaper 
tlifcuflion,  it  is  of  importance  that  the  People  fhould  poffefs 
a  full  and  accurate  knowledge  of  the  fubjeA  to  which  their 
attention  may  be  drawn,  and  which  I  think  has  already 
been  improperly  witheld  from  them.  Left  therefore  the 
Treaty  lliould  be  prefumed  more  favourable,  or  reprefented 
to  be  Icfs  fo  than  it  really  is,  I  fend  you  herewith  a  genuine 
copy,  which  you  may  correct  your  ftatcment  by,  or  make 
fuch  other  ufo  of  as  you  pleafe,  for  the  purpofe  of  giving 
to  the  citizens  of  America  full  information  refpefting  this 
momentous  bufmefs.

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TREATY 

Of    amity,   commerce    and 
NAVIGATION, 

Setwtin  Hit  BRITANNIC  MAJES^r  and  the  UNITED 
STATES  of  AMERICA. 
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lis  Britannic  Majefty  and  the  United  States 
of  -America,  being  defirous  by  a  Treaty  o' 
Amity,  Commerce  and  Navigation,  to  ter- 
^t25S55i®  minate  their  differences  in  fuch  a  manner, 
as, .  without  reference  to  the  merits  of  tlieir  refpeftive  com- 
pla'nts  and  pretenfions,  may  be  the  bed  calculated  to 
produce  mutual  fatisfa^lion  and  good  underftanding:  And 
alfb  to  regulate  the  Commerce  and  Navigation  betv/een 
their  refpedive  coantries,  territories  and  people,  in  fuch, 
a  manner  as  to  render  the  fame  reciprocally  benificial  and 
fatisfa<5l6ry ;  they  have,  refpeftively,  named  their  Pleni- 
potentiaries, and  given  them  full  powers  to  treat  of,  and 
conclude  the  faid  Treaty,  that  is  to  fay :  His  Britannic 
J^ajefty  has  named  for  his  Pienipotiary  the  right  honorable 
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William  Wyndham  Baron  Grenville  of  Wotton,  one  of 
his  Maje(ly!s  Privy  Council,  and  his  Majefty's  principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs;  and  tlie  PrefiUent 
of  the  faid  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confcnt 
of  the  Senate  thereof,  hath  appointed  for  their  Plenipoten- 
tiary, the  honorable  John  Jay,  Chief  Juftice  of  the  faid 
United  States,  and  their  Envoy  Extraordinary  to  his 
Majefty,  who  have  agreed  on  and  concluded  the  following 
articles : 

Article  I.  There  fliall  be  a  firm,  inviolable  and  univerfal 
peace,  and  a  true  and  fincere  friendfiiip  between  his 
Britannic  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  and  the  United 
States  of  America ;  and  between  th«lr  refpeftive  countries, 
territories,  cities,,  towns  and  people  of  €vciy  degree, 
without  exception  of  perfons  or  places. 

Art.  II.  His  IMajefly  will  withdraw  all  his  troops  and 
garrifons  from  all  pofls  and  places  within  the  boundary  lines 
afligncd  by  the  treaty  of  peace  to  the  United  States.  This 
evacuation  (hall  take  place  on  or  before  the  firft  day  of 
June,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-fix,  and  all 
the  proper  meafurcs  fliall  in  the  interval  be  taken  by 
concert  between  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
and  his  Majefty's  Governor  General  in  America,  for 
fettling  the  previous  arrangements  which  may  be  neceflary 
rcfpeftin^  tho  delivery  of  the  faid  pofts.  The  United  States 
in  the  mean  lime  at  their  difcretion,  extending  their  fettle- 
n.ents  to  any  part  within  the  faid  boundary  line,  except 
within  the  precinds  or  jurisdi(flion  of  any  of  the  faid 
pofts.  All  fettlers  and  traders  within  the  precinfts  or 
jurildi(^ion  of   the  faid  pofts,    ftiall    continue    to    enjoy

moleftcd,  all  their  property  of  every  kind,  and  (hall  be 
protected  therein.  They  (hall  be  at  full  liberty  to  remaiji 
there,  or  to  remove  with  all  or  any  part  of  their  efFe^ls ; 
and  it  fliall  alfo  be  free  to  fhem  to  fell  their  lands,  houfes 
or  efFe£ts,  or  to  retain  the  property  thereof,  at  their  difcre- 
tion;  fuchoftheni  as  fliall  continue  to  refide  wifhin  the 
faid  boundary  lines  fliall  not  be  compelled  to  become 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  to  take  any  oath  of 
allegiance  to  the  government  thereof,  but  they  lliall  be  at 
full  liberty  fo  to  do,  if  they  think  proper,  and  they 
lliall  make  and  declare  their  election  within  one  year 
after  the  evacuation  aforefaid.  And  all  perfons  who  fliall 
continue  there  after  the  expiration  of  the  faid  year,  with- 
out having  declared  their  intention  of  remaining  fubjeds 
of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  fliall  be  confidcred  as  having 
ele<fted  to  become  citizens  of  the  United  State*. 

Art.  ni.  It  is  agreed  that  it  fliall  at  all  times  be  free 
to  his  Maj^fty's  fubje(5ts,  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  and  alfo  to  the  Indians  dwelling  on  either  fide  of 
the  faid  boundary  line,  i ':ely  to  pafs  and  repafs  by  land 
or  inland  navigation,  into  the  rcrie6live  teritorles  and 
countries  of  the  two  parties,  on  the  continent  of  America 
(the  country  within  the  limits  of  the  Hudfon's  Bay  Com- 
pany only  excepted)  and  to  navigate  all  the  lakes,  rivers 
and  waters  thereof,  and  freely  to  carry  on  trade  and  com- 
merce with,  each  other.  But  it  h  ^jrderftood  that  thii 
article  does  not.  extend  to  the  alniilTion  cf  vtfT-Is  of  the 
United  Stages  intD  the  fei  ports,  Jiarbcir,  bays  cr  c:cek3 
of  his  Majefly's  laid  territories;    nor  into  fich  p:.rti  o[ tl.e 
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rivers  in  his  Majefty's  faid  territories  as  are  between  the 
mouth  thereof  and  the  higheft  port  of  entry  from  the  fea, 
except  in  fmall  veflels  trading  bona  fide  between  Montreal 
and  Quebec,  under  fuch  regulations  as  {hall  be  eftablifli^d 
to  prevent  the  poflibility  of  any  frauds  in  this  refpe6k :  Nor 
to  the  admiffibn  of  Britifli  yeflels  from  the  fea  into  the 
rivers  of  the  Uhited  States,  beyond  the  higheft  port  of  entry 
for  foreign  vefTcIs  from  the  fea.  The  river  Miflifipi  fhall, 
however  according  to  the  treaty  of  peace,  be  entirely  optfn 
lo  both  parties ;  and  it  is-  further  agreed,  that  all 
the  ports  and  places  on  its  eaftern  fide,  to  whichfocver 
of  the  parties  belonging,  may  freely  be  reforted  to,  and 
ufed  by  both  parties,  in  as  ample  a  manner  as  any  of  the 
Atlantic  ports  or  places  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  the 
jiorts  or  places  of  his  Majefty  in  Great  Britain. 

All  goods  and  merchandize  whofe  importation  into  his 
Maiefty's  faid  territories  in  America,  (hall  not  be  entirely 
prohibited,  may  freely  for  the  purp^fes  of  commerce,  be 
carried  into  the  fame  manner  aforefaid,  by  the  chizens 
of  tlic  United  States,  and  fuch  goods  and  merchandize 
fiiall  be  fubjeft  to  no  higher  or  other  duties  than  would  be 
payable  by  his  Majefty's  fubjefts  on  the  importation  of 
the  fame  from  Europe  into  the  faid  territories  And  in  like 
manner,  all  goods  and  merchandize  whofe  importation 
into  the  United  States  fliall  not  bew  holly  prohibited,  may  free- 
ly for  the  purpofe  of  commerce,  be  carried  into  the  fame, 
in  the  mnnner  aforefaid,  by  his  Majefty's  fubje61s,  and 
fuch  goods  and  merchandize  fliiUl  be  fubje<ft  to  no  higher 
or  ether  d.itics  than  would  be  payable  by  the  citizens  of 
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the  United  States  on  the  importation  of  the  fame  in  Ame* 
rican  veflels  into  the  Atlantic  ports  of  the  faid  States.  And 
all  goods  not  prohibited  to  be  exported  from  the  faid  ten  i. 
tories  refpe6tively  may  in  like  manner  be  carried  out  of 
the  fame  by  the  two  pajrties  refpeAivcly,  paying  duty  as 
aforefaid. 

No  duty  of  entry  fliall  ever  be  levied  By  either  party 
on  peltries  brought  by  land,  or  inland  navigation  into 
the  faid  territories,  refpeflively,  nor  (hall  the  Indians 
paffin^,  or  repafling  with  their  own  proper  goods  and  efFeds 
of  whatever  nature,  pay  for  the  fame  any  impoil  or  duty 
whatever.  But  goods  in  bales^  or-  other  large  packages, 
unufual  among  Indians,  Hiall  not  be  considered  as  goods 
belonging  bona  fide  to  Indians. 

No  higher  or  other  tolls  or  rates  of  ferriage  than  what 
are  or  (hall  be  payable  by  natives,  fhalibt  demanded  on  either 
fide;  and  no  duties  fhall  be  payable  on  any  goods  which 
fliall  merely  be  carried  dver  any  of  the  portages  or  carrying 
places  on  either  fide,  for  the  purpofe  of  being  immediately 
reimbarked  and  carried  to  fome  place  or  places.  But  as 
by  this  ftipulation  it  is  only  meant  to  fecure  to  each  party 
a  free  paflage  acrofs  the  portages,  on  both  fides,  it  is 
agreed  that  this  exemption  from  duty  fliall  extend  only 
to  fuch  goods  as  are  carried  in  the  ufual  and  dire<fl  road 
acrofs  the  portage  and  are  not  attempted  to  be  in  any  manner 
fold  or  exchanged  during  their  paflage  acrofs  the  fame,  and 
proper  regulations  may  be  eftablifhed  to  prevent  the  poifibiUty 
of  any  frauds  in  this  refpeft.        '       W 

As  this  article  is  intended  to  render  in  a  great  degree 
the  local  advantages  of  each  party  common  to  both,  and 
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thereby  promote  *«  difporition  favorable  to  friendfliip  and 
good  neighbourhood,  it  is  agreed,  that  the  refpc^ive  go* 
vernments  will  mutually  promote  ihis  amicable  intercourfe 
by  caufing  fpeedy  and  impartial  juftice  to  be  done,  and 
necefllary  prote6tiou  to  be  extended  to  all  who  may  l?e 
concerned  therein.  -... 

Art.  IV.  •  Whereas  it  is  uncertain  whether  the  river 
Miififipi  extends  fo  far  to  the  northward  as  to  be  mterfedted 
by  a  line  to  be  drawn,  due  well  from  the  lake  of  the  Woods 
in  the  manner  mentioned  in  the  treaty  of  peace,  between 
l*is  Majefty  and  the.  United  States,  it  is  agreeed  that 
meafures  fhall  be  taken,  in  concert  between  his  Majefty's 
government  in  America  and  the  government  of  the  United 
States  for  making  ajointfurvey  of  thefaid  river,  from  one 
degree  of  latitude  below  the  falls  of  St.  Anthony,  to  the 
pripcipal  fource  or  fourccs  of  faid  river,  and  alio  of  the 
parts  adjacent  thereto ;  and  that  if,  on  the  refult  of  fuch 
furvey,  it  fljould  appear  that  the  faid  river  would  not  be 
interfefted  by  fuch  a  line  as  is  above  mentioned,  the  two 
parties  will  thereupon  proceed  by  amicable  negociation  to 
regulate  the  boundary  line  in  that  quarter,  as  well  as  all 
other  points  to  be  adjufted  between  the  fcid  parties,  ac- 
cording to  juftice  and  mutual  convenience,  and  in  confor- 
mity to  the  Intent  of  thefaid  Treaty. 

Art.  V.  Whereas  doub.'s  have  arifen  what  river 
was  truly  intended  under  the  Jiame  of  the  river  St. 
Croix,  mentioned  in  the  faid  Treaty  of  Peace,  and 
forming  a  part  of  the  boundary  therein  defcribeJ,  that 
qucftion  fliall  be  referred  to  the  final  decifion  of  Com- 
miffioners  to  be  appointed  in  the  following  manner  viz.

One  Commiifioner  (hall  be  named  by  his  Majefty,  and 
one  by  the  Prcfident  of  the  United  Slates,  by  and  wilh 
the  advice  and  confent  of  the  Senate  thereof,  and  the  faid 
two  Commiflioners  (hall  agree,  on  the  chorice  of  a  third; 
or  if  they  connot  To  agree,  they  (hill  each  propofe  ohe 
perfon,  and  of  the  two  names  fo  propofed,  one  (hall  be 
drawn  by  lot  in  the  prefence  of  the  two  original  Corti- 
mifliioners.  And  the  three  Commiffioners  fo  appointed, 
iliall  be  fworn  impartially  to  examine  and  decide  the  faid 
queftion  according  to  fuch  evidence  as  (hall  refpe^tivcly 
be  laid  before  them  on  the  part  of  the  Britilh  Government 
and  of  the  United  States.  The  faid  Commllfioners  (hall  mett 
at  Halifax,  and  ihall  have  power  to  adjourn  to  fuch  other 
pldce  or  places  as  they  (hall  think  fit.  They  (hall  have  power  lo 

appoint  a  Secretary,  and  to  employ  fuch  Surveyors  or  other 
perfonsas  they  (hall  judge  neceflary.  The  Commiflioners  (hall 
by  a  declaration  under  their  hands  and  feals  decide  what  river 
is  the  river  St.  Croix  intended  by  the  Treaty.  The  faid  decla- 
ration (hall  contain  a  difcription  of  the  faid  river,  and  (hall 
particularize  the  latitude  and  longitude  of  its  mouth  and  of  its 
fou  ice.  Du  plicates  of  t'lis  declaration  and  of  the  ftaicments  of 
thi'ir  accounts,  and  of  the  journal  of  their  proceedings  (hall  be 
delivered  by  them  to  the  Agent  of  his  Majefty  and  to  the 
Agent  of  the  United  States,  who  may  be  reCpc£tlve\y 
appointed  and  authorized  to  manage  the  buiinefs  on  behalf 
of  the  refpedlive  Governments.  And  both  parties  agreei 
to  confider  fuch  decifion  as  final  and  conclufive,  fo  a| 
that  the  /ame  (hall  never  thereafter  be  called  into  queftior;^ 
qr  made  the  fubjeft  of  difpute  or  difference  between  them. 
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Art.  VI  Wher^s  it  is  aliedged  by  divers  Britifiimer* 
iiarits  and  others  his  Majeily's  fubjeds,  that  debts  to  a  cod- 
iiderable  amount,  which  were  Aona  fidt  contracted  before 
iht  peace,  flill  remain  owing  to  them  by  citizens  or  inha^ 
bitants  of  the  United  States,  and  that  by  the  operation  of  vari- 
ous lawful  impediments  fince  the  peace,  not  only  the  full 
recovery  of  the  faid  debts  has  been  delayed,  but  alfo  the 
value  and  fecurity  thereof  have  been,  in  feveral  inftances, 
impaired  and  leflened,  fa  that  by  the  ordinary  courfe  of 
judical  proceedings,  the  Britiih  creditors  cannot  now 
obtain,  and  aCkually  have  and  jeceive  full  and  adequate 
compenfation  for  the  loiies  and  damages  which  they  have 

*  thereby  fuftained :  It  is  agreed,  that  in  all  fuch  cafes  where 
full  compenfation  for  luch  loiies  and  damages  cannot  for 
whatever  reafon  be  actually  obtained^    had  and  received 

'  by  the  faid  creditors  in  the  ordinary  courfe  of  juflice,  the 
United  States  will  make  full  and  complete  compenfation  for 

.  the  fame  to  the  faid  creditors :  But  is  di(lin£tly  underftood, 
that  this  provifion  is  to  extend  to  fuch  lofles  only  as  have 
been  occafioned  by  the  lawfull  impediments  aforefaid,  and 
is  not  to  extend  to  lofles  occalioned  by  fuch  infolvency  of  the 
debtors,  or  other  caufes  as  would  er^ually  have  operated  to 
produce  fuch  lofs,  if  the  faid  impediments  had  not  exifted,  npr 
to  luch  lofses  or  damages  as  have  been  occafioned  by  the  ma-* 
nifeft  delay  or  negligence,  or  wilful  omifiion  of  (he  claimant. 

For  the  purpofe  of  afcertaining  the  amount  of  any  fuch 
lofles  and  damages,  five  Commil^oners  (hall  be  appointed 
and  authorized  to  meet  and  a£^  in  manner  following,  viz. 
X'fiO  oi  them  ih»ll  be  appointed  by  his  Majcfty,  tw<ia|. 
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I  them  by  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States  by  and  with  the 

advice  and  confent  of  the  Senate  thereof,  and  the  fifth  by 

the  unanimous  voice  of  the  other  four ;  and  if  they  ifaould 

not  agree  in  fuch  choice,  then  the  Commiffioners  named 

{by  the  two  parties  fhall  refpe6tively  propofe  one  perfon, 

md  of  the  two  names  fo  propofed,  one  fhall  be  drawn  by 

lot   in  the  prefence  of  the  four   original  Commiffioneij. 

[When  the  five  Commiffioners  thus  appointed  (hall  firft  meet 

they  ihall,    before  they  proceed  to  aft  refpcftively,    take 

the  following  oath  or  affirmation,    in  the  prefence  of  each 

other  which  oath  or  affirmation  being  fo  taken  and  dily 

attefled,      fhall    be     entered    on    the    record    of    their 

'  proceedings,    viz.    **  I,    A.  B.  one  of  the  Commiffioners 

[appointed  in  purfuence  of  the  6th  Article  of  the  Treaty 

|of  Amity,  Commerce,    and  Navigation  between  his  Bri- 

mnic  Majefty  and  the  United  States  of  America,  do 
folemnly  fwear,  or  affirm,  that  I  will  honeftly,  diligently. 
Impartially,  and  carefully  examine,  and  to  the  beft  of  my 
judgment,  according  to  juflice  and  equity,  decide  all  fuch 
complaints,  as  under  the  faid  article  ihall  be  preferred  to 
the  faid  Commiffioners ;  and  that  I  will  forbear  to  a6t  as  a 

'ommiffioner  in  any  cafe .  in  whic|i  I  may  be  perfonal|y 
iiiterefted." 

Three  of  the  faid  Commiffioners  ihall  coniiitute  a  board, 

^  and  iliall  have  power  to  do  any  aft  appertaining  to  the 

|aid  commiffion,  provided  that  one  of  the  Commiffioners 

amed  on  each  fide,  and  the  fifth  Commiffioner  ihall  be 

efent,  and  all  dccifions  iliall  be  made  by  the  majority  of 

voices  of  the  Commiffioners  then  prefent ;  1 8  months 
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from  the  day  on  which  the  faid  Commiifioners  (hall  form 
a  board,  and  be  ready  to  proceed  to  buiinefs,  are  afligned 
for  receiving  complaints,  and  applications;  but  they  are 
nevertheleis  authorized  in  any  particular  cafes  in  which  it 
fhall  appear  to  them  to  be  reafonable  and  jull,  to  extend 
the  faid  term  of  eighteen  months  for  any  term  not  exceed- 
ing fix  months,  after  the  expiration  thereof.  The  faid 
Commiffioners  fhall  firft  meet  at  Philadelphia,  but  they 
fhall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  place  to  place  as  they 
fhall  fee  caufe.  « 

The  {aid  Commiffioners  in  examining  the  complaints 
and  applications  fo  preferred  to  them,  are  empowered  and 
required,  in  purfuance  of  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of 
this  article,  to  take  into  their  confideration   all   claims^ 
whether  of  principal  or  intereft,  or  balance   of  principal 
and  intereft,  and  to  determine  the  fame  refpe£tively,  ac- 
cording to  the   merits  of  the  feveral  cafes,  due  regard 
being  had  to  all  the  clrcumflances  thereof,  and  as  equity 
and  juftice  ihall  appear  to  them  to  require.    And  the  faid 
commiffioners  fhall  have  power  to  examine  all  fuch  perfons 
as  fhall  come  before  them  on  oath  or  affirmation  touching 
the  premifesj  and  alfo  to  receive  in  evidence  according 
as  they  may  think  moft  confiftent  with  equity  and  juftice, 
all  written  depofitions,  or  be   ks,  or  papers,  or  copies,  or 
xtra6ls  thereof,  every  fuch  depofition,  book,  or  paper,  or 
opy,  or  extraft  being  duly  authenticated,  either  accord- 
ig  to  /he  legal  forms  now  refpeftively  exifting  in  the  two 
ountries,  or  in   fuch  other  manner  as  the  faid  Conimis- 
oners  fhall  fee  caufe  to  require  or  allow. 
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The  award  of  the  faid  Commiflioners  or  of  any  three  of 
them  as  aforefaid,  (hall  in  all  cafes  be  final  and  conclufive, 
both  as  to  the  juftice  of  the  claim,  and  to  the  amount  of 
the  fum  to  be  paid  to  the  creditor  or  claimant :  And  the 
United  States  undertake  to  caufe  the  fum  fo  awarded  to 
be  paid  in  fpecie  to  fuch  creditor  or  claimant  wahout 
deduction ;  and  at  fuch  time  or  times,  and  at  fuch  place 
or  places  as  fliall  be  awarded  by  the  f  lid  Commillioners ; 
and  on  condition  of  fuch  releafes  or  afTignments  to  be 
given  by  the  creditor  or  claimant,  as  by  the  faid  Com- 
miflioners may  be  directed :  Provided  always,  that  no  fucli 
payment  fliall  be  fixed  by  the  faid  Commiflioners  to  take 
place  fooner  than  twelve  months  from  the  day  of  the 
exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this  Treaty. 

Art.  VII.  Whereas  complaints  have  been  mr.de  by  divers 
merchants  and  others,  citizens  of  the  Unired  States,  that 
during  the  courfc  of  the  war  in  which  his  Majefly  is  now 
engaged,  they  have  fuftained  conliderable  lofTes  and  da- 
mage, by  reafon  of  irregular  or  illegal  captures  or  con- 
demnations of  their  veflcls  and  other  property  under  colour 
of  authority  or  commiirions  from  his  Majefly,  and  that 
from  various  circumflances  belonging  to  the  faid  caufes, 
adequate  compenfaticn  for  the  Icfles  and  damages  fo  fuf- 
tained  cannot  now  be  a<5lually  obtained,  had  and  received 
by  the  ordinary  courfe  of  judicial  proceedings ;  it  is  agreed, 
that  in  all  fuch  cafes  where  adequate  compenfaticn  cannc:, 
for  whatever  reafon,  be  now  actually  obtained,  had  and 
received  by  the  faid  merchants  and  others  in  the  ordinary 
courle  of  juflice,  full  and  complete  compenfation  for  tha 
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lame  will  be  made  by  the  Britifh  Government  to  the  faid 
complainants.  But  it  is  diftinftly^  underllood  that  this 
provilion  is  not  to  extend  to  fuch  loflcs  or  damages  as  have 
been  occafioned  by  the  manifeft  delay  or  negligence,  or 
wilful  omiiTion  of  the  claimants. 

That  for  the  purpofe  of  afcertaining  the  amount  of  any 
fuch  loflls  or  damages,  -five  Commiflioners  fliall  be  ap- 
pointed rjid  authorized  to  aft  in  London,  exaftly  in  the 
manner  dircfted  with  refpeft  to  thofe  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  article,  and  after  having  taken  the  fame  oath 
or  r.llirmation  (mutatis  mutandis)  the  fame  term  of  eighteen 
months  is  alfo  affigned  for  the  reception  of  claims,  and 
th:;y  are  in  like  n  anner  authorized  to  extend  the  fame  in 
particular  c.ifes.  They  fliall  receive  tefrimony,  books, 
p^.pci's  rjid  evidence  in  the  fame  latitude,  and  exercife 
the  like  difcretion  and  po'.vers  rcfpe6ting  that  fiibject ;  and 
fli:dl  decide  the  claims  in  qucicion  according  to  the  merits 
of  the  feveral  cafes,  and  to  jufliice,  equity,  and  the  laws  of 
iiatioriS.  The  award  of  the  faid  CommifTioners,  or  any 
fuch  three  of  them  as  aforefaid,  fhall,  in  all  cafes  be  final 
and  concluilve,  bo:h  r.s  to  tiie  juflice  of  the  claim,  and 
tlie  amount  of  the  fum  to  be  paid  to  the  claimant ;  and 
ills  Britannic  ?-.Iajef:y  undertakes  to  cauie  the  fame  to  be 
paid  to  fuch  claimant  in  fjccie,  without  any  dedu(fcion,  at 
fuch  place  or  places,  and  at  fuch  time  or  time3  as  (hail 
be  avvarded  by  the  faid  CommiiTioners,  and  on  condition 
of  fuch  rcleafts  or  aHienm.ents  to  be  £;iven  bv  the  clnim- 
ants,  as  by  the  fail  CommifUoners  may  be  direiflied. 

And  whereas  certran  mci'cb:.nts  and  otliers  his  Majefty'i 
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1  .i't>iei%  cbmplahi  that  in  the  coiirfe  oftiie  warthey  h:U'c 
fj/lained  Icis  and  damage  by  reafon  of  the  capture  of  tl:-..- 
vcif-'is  and  merchandize  taken  within  the  liir/its  and  jnrif- 
diflion  of  the  dates  and  brougiit  into  the  ports  of  tlic 
iame,  or  taken  by  vcfll Is  origin :illy  r.rmcd  in  ports  of  the 
fuld  flates. 

It  is  agreed  tliat  in  al!  fuch  cafes  where  relrifutlon  fiuul 
not  have  been  made  apreeablv  to  the  tencr  o[  the  leltei- 
from  IMr.  Jefferfon  to  Mr.  Kanimcnd,  d.itcJ  at  PhiiadcU 
phia,  Sept.  5,  1793,  a  copy  oT  '.vhich  is  annexe i  to  ti:is 
Treaty;  the  compla'nts  of  tlie  parties  Ihall  be  and  hertby 
are  referred  to  the  Commiilioners  to  be  appointed  1/ 
virtue  of  this  article,  who  are  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  p"oreed  in  the  like  manner  relative  to  thefj  a-j 
to  thQ  other  cafes  committed  to  them ;  and  the  United 
States  undertake  to  pay  to  the  complainants  or  claimants 
in  Ipeeie,  wit^.out  deduction,  the  amount  of  fuch  fums  as 
iliali  be  awarded  to  them  refpe<fl:ively  by  the  faid  Com- 
miilioners, and  at  the  times  and  places  which  in  fikdi 
av/ards  shall  be  fpecified;  and  on  conditions  of  fuch  relc- 
afes  or  alignments  to  be  given  by  the  claimants  as  in  the 
faid  awards  may  be  directed  :  And  it  is  further  agreed  that 
not  only  the  low  exifting  cafes  of  both  defcriptions  but 
alfo  all  fuch  cs  shall  exift  at  the  time  of  exchanging  the 
ratifications  of  this  treaty  shall  be  confidcred  as  being  with- 
in the  provifionp,  intent  and  meaning  of  this  article. 

Art,  VIII.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  the  Conimillloners 
mentioned  in  this  and  in  the  two  preceding  articles  shall 
J3e  refpe^lively  paid  in  fuch  manner  as  shall  be.  agreed 
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betfveenthe  two  parties;  fuch  agreement  being  to  be  fet* 
tied  at  the  time  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this 
Treaty.  And  all  other  expences  attending  the  faid  com- 
miilions  shall  be  defrayed  jointly  by  the  two  parties,  the 
fame  being  previoufly  afcertained  and  allowed  by  the  ma- 
jority of  the  commiilioners.  And  in  the  cafe  of  death, 
iicknefa  or  neccflary  abfence,  the  place  of  every  fuch 
Commiffioner  refpe^lively  shall  be  fupplied  in  the  fame 
manner  as  fuch  commiffioner  was  firfl:  appointed,  and  the 
new  commiflioners  shall  take  the  fame  oath  or  affirmation 
Tind  do  the  fame  duties. 

Art.  IX.  It  is  agreed  that  British  fubjcfls  who  now  hold 

/  lands  in  the  territories  of  the  United  States,  and  American 
citizens  who  now  hold  lands  in  the  dominions  of  his 
Majefty,  shall  continue  to  hold  them  according  to  the 
nature  and  tenure  of  their  refpective  eftates  and  titles 
tiicrein :  and  may  grant,  fell  or  devife  the  fame  to  whom 
they  pleafe,  in  like  manner  as  if  they  were  natives  ;  and 
that  neither  they  nor  their  heirs  or  affigns  fliall  fo  far  as 
may  refpeft  the  faid  lands  and  the  legal  remedies-  incident 

/^thereto,   be  regarded  as  aliens. 

Art.  X.  Neither  the  debts  due  from  individuals  of  the 
one  nation  to  individuals  of  the  other,  nor  lliares  nor 
monies  which  they  may  have  in  the  public  funds,  or  in 
the  public  or  private  banks  fliall  ever  in  any  event  of  war 
cr  national  differences  be  fequeftred  or  confifcated,  it  being 
unjuft  and  impolitic  that  debts  and  engagements  contrad- 
ed  and  made  by  individuals  having  confidence  in  each 
other  and  in  their  refpeftive  governments  ihould  ever  be 
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deftroyed  or  impaired  by  national  r^uthority  on  account  of 
national  differences  and  difcontents. 

Art.  XT.  It  is  agreed  between  his  Majefty  and  the 
United  States  of  America  that  there  fliall  be  a  reciprocal 
and  entirely  perfect  liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce 
between  their  refpeflive  people,  in  the  manner,  under  the 
limitations  and  on  the  conditions  fpecified  in  the  following 
articles. 

Art.  XII.     His  Majefly  confents  that  it  (hall  and  may 
be  lawful    during  the    time  herein  after  limited    for  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States  to  carry  to  any  of  his  Ma- 
jelly's  iflands  and  ports  in  the  Weil-Indies  from  the  United 
Staes,   in  their  own  veflels,  not  being  above  the  burthen 
of  70  tons,  any  goods  or  merchandizes  being  of  tlie  growth, 
manufafture  or  produce  of  the  faid  States,  whi^h  it  is  or 
may  be  lawful  to  carry  to  the  faid  itlands  or  ports  from 
the  faid   States  in  Britiili  velTels;   and  that  the  fa".d  Ame- 
rican  veiTels  Ihall  be   lubjefl  there  to  no   other  or  higher 
tonnage  duties  or  charges  than  fliall  be  payable  by  Britiih 
vefTels   in  the  ports  of  the   United   States;  and   that  the 
i;  cargoes  of  the  faid  American  velTels  fhall  be  fubje6t  there 
I  to  no  other  or   higher  duties  or  charges  than  fliall  be  pa\'- 
I  able  on  the  like  articles  if  imported  there  from  the  iaid

^'   States  in  Britifli  veflels. 

I  And  his  Majefly  alfo  confents  that  it  fliall  be  lawful 
for  the  faid  American  citizens  to  purchafe,  load  and 
carry  away  in  their  faid  veflels  to  the  United  States  from 

I  the  (aid  iflands  and  ports  all  (uch  articles   being  of  the 

I  growth,  manufafture  or   p/oduce  of  the    faid    iiknds  ai 
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may  now  by  law  be  carried  from  thence   to  tlie  faiii  Stated' 
ill  Britlfa  vcflels,   and  fubje£l  only  to  the  fame  duties  and 
charges  on  exportation  to  which  Britifli  veflels  and  their 
t  irgoes  arc  or  iliall  be  fubje<fl  in  firnilar  circumftances. 

Provided  always,  that  the  faid  American  veflels  do  carry 
rj:d  kv.id  their  carj[^ocs  in  the  United  States  only,  it  being 
e^.prelsly  agreed  and  declared  that  during  the  continuance 
of  this  article,  tlic  United  States  will  prohibit  and  reftrain 
i\\Q  Carrying  -ccVi'  molaffes,  liigar,  coffee,  cocoa,  or  cotton 
i.'v  x\ir.erican  vefllls,  either  from  his  Majefty's  iflands  or 
from  tlie  United  States  to  any  part  of  the  world  except 
the  United  States,  reafonable  fea  Horcs  excepted.  Pro- 
vided alfo, '  that  it  fiiall  and  may  be  lawful,  during  the 
fame  period,  fcr  Britifli  veflels  to  import  from  the  faid 
inlands  into  the  United  States  and  to  export  from  the 
United  States  to  the  faid  iflands,  all  articles  whatever 
being  of  the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  faid 
ilbiids,  or  of  the  United  States  rtfpe6lively,  which  now 
may,  by  the  laws  of  the  faid  Stares,  be  fo  imported  and 
exported.  And  that  the  cargoes  of  the  faid  Britift  veflels 
fnall  be  fubje(ft  to  no  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges, 
than  fliall  be  payable  on  the  fame  articles  if  fo  imported 
or  exported  in  American  vefTels. 

It  is  agreed  that  this  article  and  every  maLter  and  thing 
therein  contained  fliall  continue  to  be  in  force  during  the 
continuance  of  the  war,  in  which  his  Majefty  is  now 
engaged ;  and  aho  for  tvv'o  years  from  and  after  the  day 
of  the  flgnature  of  the  preliminary  or  other  articles  of 
peace  by  which  the  fame  m;;y  be  terminated. 
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And  It  Is  further  agreed,  that  at  the  expiration  0^  the 
itiid  term,  the  two  contrafting  parties  will  endeavor  fur- 
ther to  regulate  their  commerce  in  this  refped  according 
to  the  fituation  in  which  his  Majefty  may  then  find 
himfelf  with  refpe6l  to  the  Weft-Indies,  and  whh  a  view 
to  fuch  arrangements  as  may  bcft  conduce  to  the  mutual 
advantage  and  extenfion  of  commerce.  And  the  faid 
parties  will  then  alfo  renew  their  difcuflions,  and  endeavor 
to  agree,  whether  in  any  and  wha/  cafes,  neutral  veflels 
fliall  proteft  ennemy's  property ;  and  in  what  cafes  pro- 
vifions  and  others  articles,  not  generally  contraband,  may 
become  fuch.  But  in  the  mean  time  their  conduct  towards 
each  other  in  thefe  refpec^ls,  fliall  be  regulated  by  the  articles 
herein  after  incerted  on  thofc  fubjecls. 

Art.  XIII.  His  Majefty  confents  that  the  veflels  belong- 
ing to  the  citizens  of  the  Unied  States  of  America  fliall 
be  admitted  and  hofpitably  received  in  all  the  fea  ports 
land  harbors  of  the  Britifli  territories    in   the  Eaft-Indies. 
And  that  the  citizens  of  the  faid  United  States  may  freely 
carry  on  a  Trade  between  the  faid  territories  and  the  faid 
^United  States  in  all  articles  of  which  the  importation  or 
]|^xportaiion    refpeftively  to    or  from  the   fdid  territories, 
Miall  not  be  entirely   prohibited.     Provided   only,  that  it 
ffaall  not  be  lawful  for  them  in  any  tinve  of  war  between 
i'the    Britifli   Government  and   any  other  Power    or  State 
^whatever,  to  export  irom  the  faid  territories,  without  the 
|-,fpecial  permiflion  of  the  Britifh   Government  there,   any 
^IjMilitary  Stofes  or  Naval  Stores  or  Rice.  Ti.e  citizen^  of 
he^  United  States  fliall  pay  for  their  veflels  when  admitted 
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into  the  faid  ports  no  other  or  higher  tonnage-duty  than 
ihall  be  payable  on  Britifli  veflels  when  admitted  into  the 
ports  of  the  United  States.  And  they  (hall  pay  no  other 
or  higher  duties  or  charges  on  the  importation  or  expor- 
tation of  the  cargoes  of  the  faid  veflels,  than  (hall  be  pay- 
able on  the  fame  articles  when  imported  or  exported  in 
Britifli  ve(rels.  But  it  is  exprefsly  agreed,  that  the  veflels 
of  the  United  States  ftiall  not  carry  any  of  the  articles 
exported  by  them  from  the  faid  Britifli  territories  to  any 
port  or  place  except  to  fome  port  or  place  in  America, 
where  the  fame  (hall  be  unladen,  and  fuch  regulations  (hall 
be  adopted  by  both  parties,  as  fliall  from  time  to  time 
be  found  necefllary  to  enforce  the  due  and  faithful  obferv- 
ance  of  this  ftipulation.  It  is  alfo  underftood  that  the 
permiflion  granted  by  this  article  is  not  to  extend  to  al- 
low the  veflTels  of  the  United  States  to  carry  on  any  part 
of  the  coafting  trade  of  the  faid  Britifli  territories;  but 
veflTels  going  with  their  original  cargoes,  or  part  thereof 
from  one  port  of  difcharge  to  another,  are  not  to  be  con- 
fidered  as  carrying  on  the  coafting  trade.  Neither  is  this 
article  to  be  conftrued  to  allow  the  citizens  of  the  faid 
States  to  fettle  or  refide  within  the  faid  territories,  or  go 
into  the  interior  parts  thereof,  without  the  permiflion  of 
the  Britilh  Government  eftabhflied  there;  arid  if  any  tranf- 
greflion  (hould  be  attempted  again  ft  the  regulations  of  the 
Britifli  Government  /n  this  refpeft,  the  obfervance  of  the 
fame  fliall  and  may  be  enforced  againft  the  Citizens  of 
America  in  the  fame  manner  as  againft  Britifli  fubjedts  or 
others  tranfgrefling  the  fame  rule.  And  the  citizens  of  the 
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United  States  whenever  they  arrive  in  any  Port  or  Har- 
bour in  the  faid  Territories,  or  if  they  (hould  be  permitted 
in  manner  aforefaid,  to  go  to  any  other  place  therein,  ihall 
always  be  fubje^t  to  the  laws,  government,  and  jurifdic- 
tion  of  what  nature  eftabliflied  in  fuch  Harbour,  Port  or 
Place,  according  as  the  fame  may  be :  The  Citizens  of  the 
United  States  may  alfo  touch  for  refreftiment  at  the  ifland 
of  St.  Helena,  but  fubjeft  in  all  refpe^s  to  fuch  regula- 
tions as  the  Britlfh  Government  may  from  time  to  time 
eflablifh  there. 

Art.  XIV.  There  fliall  be  between  all  the  dominions  of 
I  his  Majefty  in  Europe  and  the  territories  of  the  United 
[States  a  reciprocal  and  perfeft  liberty  of  commerce  and 
^navigation.  The  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  two  count - 
iries  refpeftively  fliall  have  liberty  freely  and  fecurely  and 
[without  hindrance  and  moleftation  to  come  with  their 
[fhips  and  cargoes  to  the  lands,  countries,  cities,  ports, 
)laces  and  rivers  within  the  dominions  and  territories  afore- 
faid, to  enter  into  the  fame,  to  refort  there  and  to  remain 
md  refidc  there,  without  any  limitation  of  time.  Alfo  to 
lire  and  pofsefs  houfes  and  warchoufes  for  the  purpofes 
)f  their  commerce,  and  generally  the  merchants  and  traders 
m  each  fide  fliall  enjoy  tlie  moll  complete  prote(5lion  and 
[ecurity  for  their  commerce;  but  fubjeft  always  as  to 
v'hat  refpe^s  this  article  to  the  laws  and  ftatutes  of  the 
^vvo  countries  refpeclively.  --    > 


Art.  XV.  It  is  agreed  that  no  other  or   higher  duties 

|liall  be  paid  by  the  fliips  or  inerchandize  of  the  one  party 

itizens  of  the    W  ^^^  F^i'ts  of  the  ojher,  than  fuch  as  are  paid  by  the 
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li-ke  vcfllels  or  mcrdiaiulize  of  all  other  nations.  Xor  (lull 
niiy  other  or  higher  duty  be  impofcd  in  one  lountry  on 
\hc  importation  of  ;iny  articles  the  growth,  produce  or 
manufa(5tiirc  of  the  other  than  are  or  flinll  he  |  ayable  on 
the  importation  of  the  like  articles  being  of  the  growth, 
produce  or  manufa(?ture  of  any  other  foreign  country. 
Nor  fliall  any  prohibition  be  Impofed  on  tlie  exportation 
or  importation  of  any  articles  to  or  from  the  territories  of 
the  two  parties  refpecti/ely,  which  fliail  not  equally  extend 
to  all  other  nations. 

But  the  Britilh  Government  rtiVrves  to  itfeif  the  rlgl\t 
of  injpofiug  on  American  vtiTi  Is  entering  into  the  Briiifli 
ports  in  Europe  a  tonnage-duty  equal  to  tliat  which  ihall 
be  payable  by  Britifti  veCels  iii  the  ports  of  America  : 
And  alfo  fuch  duty  rs  may  be  adequate  to  countervail 
the  difference  of  duty  now  payable  on  the  importation  of 
European  and  Afiatic  good .  when  imported  into  the 
United  States  in  Britifli  or  in  American  velTels. 

The  two  parties  agree  to  treat  for  the  more  cxntSt  equa- 
lization of  the  duties  on  the  icrpc^live  navigation  of  their 
fubjefksxmd  people  in  fuch  .miiuiicr  ai;  may  be  moft  bene». 
ficial  to  the  two  countries.  Tlic  arrangements  for  this 
pnrpofe  (hall  be  made  at  the  fame  time  with  thofe  men- 
tioned at  the  conclufion  of  the  1 2th  article  of  this  treaty, 
and  arc  to  be  confidered  as  a  part  thcitf.  la  the  interval 
is  agreed,  that  the  United  States  will  not  impofe  any  new- 
er additional  tonnage  duties  on  Britifli  vefTel?,  nor  incre- 
afe  the  now  fubfifting  difference  between  tlic  duties  pay- 
able on  the  importation  of  any  articles  in  BritilVi  or  Ame- 
rican veflels. 
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Alt.  XM  It  fliall  be  fiee  for  tJie  two  contra<ftiiig  par- 
ties, n  ^j>e(5lively  to  appoint  confuls  for  tlie  protection  of 
trade,  to  refidc  in  the  dominions  and  territories  aforefaid, 
and  the  faid  confuls  fljall  enjoy  thofe  liberties  and  rights 
which  belong  to  them  by  reafon  of  their  fun(5tion.  But 
before  anv  conful  fliall  a(5l  as  fuch  he  fliall  be  in  the  ufual 
forms  approved  and  admitted  by  the  party  to  whom  he 
is  fent ;  and  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  lawful  and  proper, 
that  in  cafe  of  ille^'jrd  or  improper  conduft  towards  the 
laws  or  government,  a  conful  may  either  be  puniflied  ac- 
cording to  law,  if  the  laws  will  reach  the  cafe  of  be 
difmifled,  or  even  fent  back,  the  offended  government 
afiignlng  to  the  other  their  reafons  for  the  fame. 

Either  of  the  parties  may  except  from  the  refidence  of 
confuls  fuch  particular  places  as  fuch  party  fliall  judge 
proper  to  be  fo  excej)ted.  \ 

Art.  XVII.     It  is  agreed,  that  in  ail  cafes  where  veflTels 

I  {^.lall  be  captured  or  detained  onjufl:  fufpicion  of  having 
on  board  enemy's  property,  or  of  carrying  to  the  enemy 
any  of  th^  articles  v/hich  are  contraband  of  war ;  the  faid  .. 
veflel  fliiiU  be  broucrht  to  tr.e  nearcfl  or  mcft  convenient 
port ;  r.iKl  if  any  properly  of  an  enemy  fliould  be  fouiid-  -' 
on  board  fuch  veflel,  that  part  only  which  belongs  to  the 
enemy  fliall  be  made  j>rize,  and  the  veflTel  fliall  be  at 
liberty  to  proceed  with  the  remainder  without  any  impe- 
diment. And  it  is  agreed,  that  all  proper  meailires  fliall 
be  taken  to  prevent  delay,  in  deciding  the  cafes  of  fliips 
or  c.ir^oes  fo  brought  in  for  adjudication  \  and  in  the  pay- 
ment or  recovery  of  any  indemnification  adjuged  or  agreed 

■  |to  be  paid  to  the  matos  ci;  owners  of  iuch  flilps. 
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Art.  XVIII.  Ill  order  to  regulate  what  is  in  future  to 
be  deemed  contraband  of  war,  it  is  agreed,  that  under  the 
faid  denomination  ihall  be  comprized  all  arms  and  imple- 
ments ferving  for  the  purpofes  of  war,  by  land  or  fen, 
fuch  as  cannon,  niulkets,  mortars,  petards,  bombs,  grena- 
dees,  carcafles,  iaucifles,  carriages  for  cannon,  mufket  refts, 
bandoliers,  gun-powder,  match,  falt-petre,  ball,  pikes, 
fwords,  head  pieces,  cuirafles,  halberts,  lances,  javelins, 
horle  furniture,  holfters,  belts,  and  generally  ail  o  her  im- 
plements of  war ;  as  9^ Co  timber  for  (hip-building,  tar  or 
rozin,  copper  in  flieets,  fails,  hemp  and  cordage,  and  gene- 
rally what  ever  may  ferve  directly  to  the  equipment  of 
vcflels,  unwroiight  iron  and  fir-planks,  only  excepted ;  and 
all  the  above  articles  are  hereby  declared  to  be  juft  objefts 
of  confifcation,  whenever  they  are  attempted  to  be  car- 
ried to  an  enemy. 

And  whereas  the  difficulty  of  agreeing  on  the  precife 
cafes  in  which  alone  proviiions  and  other  articles  not 
generally  contraband  may  be  regarded  as  fuch,  renders  it 
expedient  to  provide  againft  the  inconveniences  and  mif* 
underllandings  which  might  thence  arife :  It  is  further 
agreed,  that  whenever  any  fuch  articles  fo  becoming  con- 
traband according  to  the  exifting  laws  of  Nations,  fhali 
for  that  reafon  be  feized,  the  fame  fliall  not  be  confifcated, 
but  the  ow.iers  thereof  fliall  be  fpeedily  and  completely 
indemnified ;  and  the  captors,  or  in  their  default  the  go- 
vernment under  whofe  authority  they  a6t,  fliall  pay  to  the 
niaftcrs  or  owners  of  fuch  veifels  the  full  value  of  all 
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articles,  with  a  reafonable  mercantile  profit  thereon,  toget- 
her with  the  freight,  and  alfo  the  demurrage  incident  to 
fjch  detention. 

And  whereas  it  frequently  happens  that  veflels  fail  for  a 
port  or  place  belonging  to  an  enemy,  without  knowing 
that  the  fame  is  either  befieged,  blockaded  or  invefted  ;  it 
is  agreed,  that  every  veflel  fo  circumflanced  may  be  turned 
away  from  fuch  port  or  place,  but  (lie  (hall  not  be  detain- 
ed nor  her  cargo,  if  not  contraband,  be  confi(cated,  unlefs 
after  notice  (lie  (liall  again  attempt  to  enter ;  but  (he  (liall 
be  permitted  to  go  to  any  other  part  or  place  (lie  may 
think  proper:  Nor  (liall  any  vefTd  or  goods  of  either 
party,  that  may  have  entered  into  fuch  port  or  place, 
before  the  fame  v/as  be(ieged,  blockaded  or  invefted  by 
the  other,  and  be  found  therein  after  the  redufcion  or  fur- 
render  of  fuch  place,  be  liable  to  confifcation,  but  (lia'.l 
be  reftorcd  to  the  owners  or  proprietors  thereof. 

Art.  XIX.  And  that  more  abundant  care  be  taken  for 
the  fccurity  of  the  refpe£live  fubjefts  and  citizens  of  the 
contracting  parties,    and  to  prevent  their  fulfering  injuries 
by  the  men    of  war,    or   privateers   of    either  party,    all 
commanders  of  fliips  of  war  and  privateers  and  all   others 
the  faid  fubjefts  and  citizens  (liall  forbear  doing  any  da- 
unage  to  thofe  of  the  other  party,  or  committing  any  ou- 
trage againft  them,  and  if  they  act  to  the  contrary,    they 
^lall  be  punidud,  and  shall  alfo  be  bound  in  their  perfons 
^lind  eftates  to   make   (atisfaCtion    and    reparation   for   all 
^Pamages,  and  the  intereft  ihereofi  of  whatever  nature  the 
•  |aid  damages  m.ay  be. 
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lor  this  caufe  all  commanc^ers  of  privateers  before  tiiey 
receive  their  commifTions  shall  hereafter  be  obliged  to  give 
hvSore  a  competent  Judge,  fulBcient  fecurity  by  at  leaft 
two  refponfible  fureties,  who  have  no  interefl  in  the  faid 
jnivateer,  each  of  whom,  together  whh  the  faid  comman- 
der, fliall  be  jointly  and  feverally  bound  in  the  fum  of 
fifteen  hrr.dred  pounds  fterling,  or  if  fuch  fiiips  be  provid- 
ed with  above  one  hundred  and  fifty  feamen  or  foldiers, 
in  the  fum  of  three  thoufand  pounds  flerling,  to  fatisfy  all 
damages  and  injuries,  which  the  faid  privateer  or  herofHcers 
or  men,  or  any  of  them  may  do  or  commit  during  their 
cruize,  contrary  to  the  tenor  of  this  Treaty,  or  to  the  laws 
and  inftrudtions  for  regulating  their  condu-ft ;  and  further 
that  in  all  cafts  of  nf^grefiions  the  faid  comm.ifiions  fliall 
be  revoked  and  annulled. 

It  is  alfo  agreed  that  whenever  a  judge  of  a  court  o/ 
admiralty  of  either  of  the  parties,  ihall  pronounce  fentcnce 
again  ft  sry  vefiel  or  gocds  or  property  belonging  to  the 
fubicfis  or  cilizena  of  the  other  party  a  formal  and  duly 
authenticated  copy  of  all  the  prcceedings  in  the  ccufe,  and 
cf  the  laid  fentence,  Ihall  if  required  be  delivered  to  the 
ccmmandcr  of  the  faid  vcflcl,  without  the  dnallell  delay, 
he  paving  all  legal  fees  and  demands  for  the  fame. 

Art.  XX.  It  is  further  agreed  that  both  the  faid  ccn- 
tr:.6ting  parlies,  fhail  not  only  refufe  to  receive  any  pirates 
into  any  cf  their  ports,  liavens,  or  towns,  or  pern  it  any  cf 
their  jnhaLitunts  to  receive,  pro!C(5!,  harlour,  concealer 
fiiiP.  ilicm  in  any   manner,     hut    v/ill  bfirg  to  cocc'i  "n 
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punifiimcnt  all  fuch  inhabitants  as  Hiall  be  guilty  offuch 
a5ts  or   offences. 

And  ail  their  fliips  with  the  goods  or  mcrchandi/.es 
taken  by  them  and  brought  into  port  of  cither  of  the  fa!d 
parties,  fliall  be  fcizcd  as  far  as  they  can  be  difcovered  and  fliall 
be  rcftored  to  the  owners  or  their  Factors  or  Agents  duly 
deputed  and  authorized  in  writing  by  them  (proper  evi- 
dence being  fir(l  given  in  the  Court  of  Admiralty  for 
proving  the  property)  even  in  cafe  fuch  effects  fliould  hav3 
pafl'ei  into  other  hinds  by  fale,  if  it  be  proved  that  the 
buyers  knew  cr  had  good  reafon  to  believe,  or  fufpsft  that 
they  had  been  piratically  taken. 

Art,  XXI.  It  is  likewife  agreed,  that  the  fubjec^is  and 
citizens  of  the  two  nation f,  fh all  not  do  any  a£^s  ofhofti- 
Jity  or  violence  Pgainft  each  other,  nor  accept  commiffions 
or  xnilruflions  fo  to  aft  from  any  foreign  princcor  ftate, 
enemies  to  the  other  party ;  nor  ihall  the  enemies  of  one 
of  the  parties  be  permitted  to  invite,  or  endeavour  to  enlift 
in  their  military  fervice  any  of  the  fubjedts  or  citizens 
of  the  other  party  ;  and  the  laws  againft  all  fuch  offences 
and  aggrelHons  (hall  be  pun£\ually  executed.  And  if  any 
fubjea  or  citizen  of  the  faid  parties  refpeftivcly  iliall  accept 
any  foreign  commifiion,  or  letters  of  marque,  for  arming 
any  vefftl  to  aft  as  a  privateer  againft  the  other  party,  and 
be  taken  by  the  other  party,  it  ib  hereby  declared  to  be 
lawful  for  the  faid  party  to  treat  and  punifti  the  faid  fub- 
jeft  or  citizen,  having  fuch  comroiifion  or  letters  of  marque, 
as  a  pirate.

The  fliips  of  war  of  each  of  the  contrad- 
ing  parties  iliall,  at  all  times,  be  hofpitably  received  in  the 
p0!ti  of  the  other,  their  officers  and  crews  paying  du« 
refpetft  to  the  laws  and  government  of  the  country.  The 
cfticeri  Asall  be  treated  with  that  rcfpc^l  which  is  due  to 
the  ccm&ilfficns  which  they  bear  and  if  any  infalt  (hould 
be  cfiered  to  them  by  any  of  the  inhabitants,  all  o&nders 
in  this  refpe^  ihall  be  punillied  as  difturbers  of  the  peace 
and  amity  between  the  two  countries.  And  his  MajeSy 
confcnts  that  in  cafi  an  American  vtlfe',  (hould  by  ftrefs 
of  weaiher,  danger  from  enemies  or  other  misfortunes  be 
rediiced  to  the  necclTity  cf  fceking  (lielter  in  any  of  his 
Mnje((y's  ports,  into  which  fuch  veifel  could  not  in  ordi- 
nary cales  claim  to  be  admitted,  (Ive  (hall  on  manifeHiog 
that  neccfiity  to  the  fatisfa£lion  of  the  government  of  the 
place,  be  hofpitably  received  and  permitted  to  refit  and  to 
purchafe  at  the  market  price  (uch  nece(raries,  as  (he  may 
(land  in  need  of,  conformably  to  fuch  orders  and  regula- 
tions as  the  government  cf  the  place,  having  refpei^  to  the 
c;rcu:nftances  of  each  cafe  (hall  prefcribe.

fame  fliall  be  bona  fide  necelTary  to  her  being  refitted*  Nor 
(hall  be  permitted  to  fell  any  part  of  her  cargo,  unlefs  fo 
much  only  as  may  be  necelTary  to  defray  her  expences  and 
then  not  without  the  exprcfs  permKTion  of  the  government 
of  the  place.  Nor  (hall  ihe  be  obliged  to  pay  any  duties 
whatever  except  only  on  fuch  articles  as  ihe  may  be  per* 
mitted  to  fell  for  the  purpofe  aforefaid. 

Art.  XXIV.  It  (hall  not  be  lawful  for  any  foreign  pri* 
vateers  (not  being  fubjefls  or  citizens  of  either  of  the 
faid  parties)  who  have  coramifllions  from  any  other  Prince 
or  State  in  enmity  with  either  nation  to  arm  their  (hips 
in  the  ports  of  either  of  the  faid  parties,  nor  to  fell  what 
they  have  taken,  nor  in  any  other  manner  to  exchange  the 
fame;  nor  fhall  they  be  allowed  to  purchafe  more  provifions 
than  (hall  b2  neceflfary  for  their  going  to  the  ncarefl:  port 
of  that  Prince  or  State  from  whom  they  obtained  their 
com  m*  (lion  s« 

Art.  XXV.  It  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  flnps  of  war  anl  ' 
r'v  ateers  belonging  to  the  faid  parties  refpeftively,  to 
carry  whitherfoever  they  pleafe  the  fi^ips  and  goods  taken 
from  their  enem'es,  without  being  obliged  to  pay  any  fee 
to  the  Officers  of  the  Admiralty,  or  to  any  Judges  what- 
ever; nor  fliall  the  faid  prizes  when  they  arrive  at,  and 
enter  the  ports  of  the  faid  parties  be  detainei  or  feizei,  . 
neither  (hall  the  fcarchers  or  other  officers  of  thofe  places 
vifit  fuch  prizes,  (except  for  the  purpofe  of  preventing  the 
carrying  of  any  part  of  the  cargo  thereof  on  il^ore  ia  any  y 
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nsnr.cr  contrary  to  the  eftabliflicd  laws  of  Revenue,  Navi- 
gation, or  Commerce)  nor  (hall  fuch  officer!  take  cogni- 
zance of  the  validity  of  fiich  prizes  ;  but  they  fliall  be  at 
liberty  to  hold  fail,  and  depart  as  fpeedily  as  may  be, 
end  carry  thc'r  faid  prizes  to  the  place  mentioned  in  their 
commidions  or  patents,  which  the  commanders  of  the  faid 
(hips  of  war  or  privateers  (hall  be  obliged  to  (hmv.  No 
fnelter  or  refuge  (hall  be  given  in  their  ports  to  fuch  as 
have  made  a  prize  upon  the.  fubjefls  or  citizens  of  either 
of  the  faid  parties;  but  if  forced  by  ilrefs  of  weather, 
or  the  dangers  of  the  fea,  to  enter  therein,  particular  caw 
f].all  be  taken  to  haflen  their  departure,  and  to  caufe 
them  to  retire  as  foon  as  poiTible.  Nothing  in  this 
Treaty  contain  id  fliall  however  be  conftrued  or  operate 
contrary  to  former  and  cxifling  public  treaties  with  ether 
Sovereigns  or  States.  But  the  two  parties  agies,  that  whiis 
they  continue  in  amity  neither  of  them  will  in  future 
make  any  treaty  that  (hall  be  inconfident  with  this  or  thf 
preceding  article. 

Neither  of  the  faid  parties  (hall  permit  the  (hips  or  goods 
belonging  to  the  fubjefts  or  citizens  of  the  other  to  be  taken 
within  cannon  (liot  of  the  coaft,  nor  in  any  of  the  bays, 
ports,  or  rivers  of  the'r  territories  by  (hips  of  war,  or 
others  having  commitlion  from  any  Prince,  Republic,  or 
State,  whatever.  But  in  cafe  it  (hould  fo  happen,  the  party 
whofe  territorial  light?  Hull  thus  have  been  violated,  (hall 
ufe  his  utmoft  endeavours  to  obtain  from  the  oifending 
party,  full  and  arrple  fatijfai^.ion  for  the  velTel  er  Teffe'.s 
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fo  taken,  whether  the  fame  be  veflels  of  war  or  merchant 
veflcls. 

Art.  XXVI,     If  at  any  time  a   rupture   Ihould  take 
place   (which  God  forbid)   betu'een  his  Majefly  and  the 
United  States,  the  Merchants  and  others  of  each  of  the 
two  nations  redding  in  the  dominions  of  the  other  (hall 
have  the  priviledge  of  remaining  and   continuing  their 
Trade,    fo  long  as  they  behave  peaceably  and  commit  no 
offence  againll  the  laws ;  and  in  cafe  their  condu£l  fhould 
render    them  fufpe^ed  and  the   refpe6tive    governments 
fhould  think  proper  to  order  them  to  remove,  the  term  of 
twelve  months  from  the  publication  of  the.  order  (hall  be 
allowed  them  for  that  purpofe,  to  remove  with  their  fami- 
lies effe6ts  and  property,  but  this  favor  (hall  not  be  extended 
to  thofe  who  (hall  a£l  contrary  to  the  edablilhed  laws,  and 
for  greater  certainty,  it  is  declared  that  fuch  rupture  (hall 
no  be  deemed  to  exift  while  negociations  for  accommodat- 
ing differences  (hall  be  depending,  nor  until  the  refpeftlve 
Amba(radors  or  Miniilers,  iCfuch  there  (hall  be, .  (hall  be 
recalled,   or  fent  home  on  account  of  fuch  dKFerences,  and 
not  on  acsGunt  of  perfonal  mifcondufl,  according  to  the 
nature  and  degrees   of  which    both   parties  retain   their 
rights,  either  to  requell  the  recall,  or  immediately  to  ferd 
home  the  AmbaCTador  or  Minifter  of  the  other;  and  that 
without  prejudice    to  their   mutual  fiiead(hip   and  good 
underdanding. 

Art.  XXVII.  It  is  further  agreed  that  his  Majefly  and 
the  Urited  States  on  mutual  requifiiions,  by  them  refj^*^: 
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ively,  or  by  their  it^pc&ivt  Miniders  or  Officers  authorized 
to  make  the  fame,  will  deliver  up  to  jufiice  all  perfons, 
who  being  charged  with  murder  or  forgery,  committed 
within  the  jurirdi£tion  of  either,  Ihall  feek  an  arylutn  within 
any  of  the  countries  of  the  other,  provided  that  this 
(hall  only  be  done  on  fuch  evidence  cf  criminality  as, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  place,  where  the  fogitive  or 
perfon  To  charged  (hall  be  found,  would  juftify  his  appre« 
henfion  and  commitment  for  trial,  if  the  offence  had  there 
been  committed.  The  expence  of  fuch  apprehenfion  and 
delivery  (hall  be  borne  and  defrayed  by  thofe  who  make 
the  requifition  and  receive  the  fugitive.. 

Art,  XXVIII.  It  is  agreed,  that  the  firft  ten  articles 
of  this  Treaty  (hall  be  permanent,  and  that  the  fubfequent 
^articles,  e:£cept  the  twelfth,  (hall  be  limited  in  their  duration 
to  twelve  years,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  on  which 
the  ratification  of  this  Treaty  (hall  be  exchanged,  but 
fubje£t  to  this  condition — that  whereas  the  faid  twelfth 
article  will  expire  by  the  limitation  therein  contained,  at 
the  end  of  two  years  from  the  figning  the  preliminary  or 
other  articles  of  peace,  which  (hall  terminate  the  prefent 
war  in  which  his  Majefty  is  engaged,  it  is  agreed,  that 
proper  meafures  (hall  by  concert  be  taken  fcr  bringing  ttc 
fubje£l  of  that  article  into  amicable  treaty  and  difcuflion, 
fo  early  before  the  cxftration  of  the  faid  term,  as  that 
new  arrangements  on  that  head,  may  by  that  time  be  pcr- 
fe£l:ed  and  ready  to  take  place.  But  if  it  (hould  unfor- 
tunately happen,  that  his  Majefty  and  the  Unite i  Sta!e3 
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fiiould  not  be  able  to  aG;ree  on  fuch  new  arrangements,  in 
that  cafe  all  the  article,  of  this  treaty,  except  the  fird  ten 
(hall  then  ceafe  and  expire  together. 

Lastly.  This  Treaty,  when  the  fame  (hall  have  been 
ratified  by  his  M^jefly  and  by  the  PreHdent  of  the  United 
States,  by  and  w  ith  the  advice  and  confent  of  their  Senate, 
and  the  refpe£live  ratification  mutually  exchanged,  fliall 
be  binding  and  obligatory  on  his  Majedy  and  on  the  fzid 
Sta!ep,  and  (hall  be  by  them  refpe^ively  executed  and 
obferved  with  pun<5tua?ity  and  the  molt  fin  cere  regard  to 
good  faith ;  and  whereas  it  will  be  expedient,  in  order 
*Me  better  to  facilitate  intercourfe  and  obviate  diflicultie?, 
that  other  articles  be  propofed  and  added  to  this  Treaty, 
which  articles  from  want  of  time  and  other  circumftanccs, 
cannot  now  be  perfe£led— it  is  agreed,  that  the  faid  parties 
will,  from  time  to  time,  readily  treat  of  and  concerning 
fuch  articles,  and  will  ilncerely  endeavour  (b  to  form  them, 
as  that  they  may  conduce  to  mutual  convenience,  and 
tend  to  promote  mutual  fatisfa^iion  and  friendfhip  ;  and 
that  the  faid  articles,  after  having  been  duly  ratified,  (hall 
be  added  to,  and  make  a  part  of  this  Treaty.  In  faith 
whereof,  we  the  under(igncd  Miniflcrs  Plenipotentiary  of 
his  Majefly  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States  of  America,  luve  figned  this  prefent  Treaty,  and 
have  caufed  to  be  affixed  thereto  the  Seal  of  our  arms. 
Done  at  London,  this  Nineteenth  day  of  November, 
One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and  Ninety-Four,

And  the  Senate  recommend  to  the  Prefident  tj  proceed 
without  delay  to  further  friendly  negociafions  with 
his  Majefiy  on  the  fubje^  of  the  faid  treaty,  and  of  the

lam  honoured  with  yours  of  Auguji  n^o*  Mine  cf 
the  'jth  of  that  month  ajfured  you  that  meajures  were 
taken  for  excluding  from  all  further  afylum  in  cur  ports

■  we  are  at  peace,  and  for  the  rejioration  of  the  prizes 
the  Lovely  Lajs,  Prince  William  Henry,  and  the  Jane 
of  Dublin  ;  and  that  Jhould  the  meafures  for  rejiitution 
fail  in  their  effeEl,  the  Prejident  conjtdered  it  cs  in- 
cumbent on  the  United  States  to  make  compenfation  for 
the  vefjels, 

PFe  are  hound  by  our    Treaties  with  three  of  the. 
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}ielligerent  nations y  by  all  the  means  tn  our  poxver  it 
proteSl  and  defend  their  vefj'els  and  effeSls  in  our  portly 
nnawaferSf  oronthefeas  near  our/hores,  and  to  recover 
and  rcjlore  the  fame  to  the  right  owners  when  taken 
from  them.  If  all  the  means  in  our  power  are  ufed, 
and  fail  in  their  effc6ly  we  are  not  hound  by  our  Treaties 
with  thofe  nations  to  make  compenfation. 

Though  we  have  no  Jimilar  Treaty  with  Great 
Britain f  it  was  the  opinion  cf  the  Prejidenty  that  we 
fhould  ufc  towards  that  nation  the  fame  rule,  which  y 
under  this  articky  was  to  govern  us  with  the  other 
nations  ;  and  even  to  extend  it  to  captures  made  on 
the  high  feaSy  and  brought  into  our  ports ;  if  done 
hy  veffels  which  had  been   armed  within  them. 

Having y  for  particular  reafonSy  forebore  to  ufs  all 
the  means  in  our  power  for  the  refiitution  of  the 
three  vefj'els  mentioned  in  my  letter  of  Auguji  'jthy  the 
Prefident  thought  it  incumbent  on  the  United  States 
to  make  compenfation  for  them  :  And  though  nothing 
ivas  faid  in  that  letter  of  other  vefj'els  taken  under 
like  circumjiances  and  brought  in  after  the  ^th  of 
Juncy  and  before  the  date  of  that  lettery  yet  when 
the  fame  forbearance  had  taken  place  it  was  and  is 
his  opinion,  that  compenfation  would  be  equally  due. 

As  to  prizes  made  under  the  fame  circumjiances ,  and 
bro't  in  after  the  date  of  that  letter  the  Prefident 
determined y  that  all  the  means  in  our  poxver  jhould  be 
ufed for  their  refiitution.  If  thefe  fa'ily  as  zve  jhould 
not  be  bound  by  our  treaties  to  make  compenfation  to 
the  other  powers  in  the  analogous  cajcy  he  did  not 
mean  to  give  an  opinion  that  it  ought  to  be  done  to 
Great  Britain.

T  Is  further  agreed  between  tlie  laid  Contra<fling  PartiiN 
that  the  Operation  ot  io  much  of  the 
twelfth  article  of  the  faid  Treaty  as  refpec^s  the  trade,

Envoy  Extraordinary  to  his  faid  Majedy,  and  tiie  Pleni- 
potentiary of  his  Eritannic  Majcfty,  the  Right  Honourable 
William  Wyndham,  Baron  Grenvillc  ofWotton  one  of  liis 
Majefty's  Privy  Council  and  his  Majefty's  Secretary  of  State 
for  Foreign  Affairs,  at  London,  on  the  Nineteenth  Day  of 
November,  in  the  Year  of  out  Lord  One  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  ninety-four :  Which  Treaty  is  Word  for 
Word  as  fellows;   to  wit,

And  whereas  the  Senate  of  the  United  Stsites  did,  by 
their  refolvition  on  the  Twenty-fourth  Day  of  ]\\nQ^  in  the
